Egg  production  in  1966  totaled  66,450  million  eggs,  a new  record  high  for  the 
Nation,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  1966  production  ms  about  one 
percent  above  the  previous  record  output  of  65,692  million  eggs  produced  in  1965. 

Layer  numbers  during  1966  averaged  305*1  million  — one  percent  more  than  the 
average  number  during  1965 ♦ The  annual  average  rate  of  lay  per  layer  on  hand  in 
i960  was  2l8  eggs,  the  same  as  the  record  1965  rate. 

Potential  layers  (hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  plus  pullets  3 months  old  and 
older  not  of  laying  age ) on  farms  January  1,  1967  are  estimated  at  369  million,  up 
7 -percent  from  the  346  million  a year  earlier.  Of  the  369  million  birds,  88  percent 
were  of  laying  age,  and  the  remaining  12  percent  were  pullets  3 months  old  or  older 
but  not  of  laying  age.  Pullets  under  3 months  old  are  estimated  at  51*2  million 
birds.  On  January  1,  1967,  the  laying  flock  was  composed  of  58  percent  pullets  and 
v 42  percent  hens . 

Beginning  with  the  estimates  for  January  1,  1965,  the  classes  of  chickens  have 
been  changed.  The  new  classification  separates  pullets  not  of  laying  age  into  2 
groups  --  3 months  old  and  older  and  less  than  3 months  old.  In  the  old  classifi- 
cation, some  of  the  pullets  under  3 months  old  were  included  in  the  pullet  not  of 
laying  age  classification  and  some  were  classified  as  ^>ther  chickens.  Other  chick- 
ens now  include  only  cockerels  used  for  breeding  and  other  male  chickens.  Potential 
layers  include  hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  and  pullets  3 months  old  and  older  not 
of  laying  age.

Statistical  Bulletin  No.  391*  A breakdown  of  the  composition  of  flocks  by  States
